The Independent Boston Fusiliers, 

Company G, First Regiment, Massachusetts Infantry, 


Was organized May n, 1787, same year as the Constitution was signed, of old 
members and men who had fought in the Revolutionary War. The Fusilier 
Veteran Association was formed at a meeting called February 27, 1877, by a mem- 
ber out of the active company who wanted to perpetuate the name of the Fusiliers. 
The first few years of Fusilier Veteran Association, owing to the change in the State 
laws relative to the militia, they acted as body-guard to Governor John Hancock. 
Were present at the laying of the corner-stone of the Old State House. 

Present at the laying of the corner-stone of the addition to the State House. 

Went to Washington in 1832. Marched from Boston to Providence, took 
steamer from Providence to New York, marched from New York to Washington, and 
encamped on capitol grounds, Andrew Jackson at the time being President Trip 
took six weeks. 

Present at the laying of corner-stone of Bunker Hill Monument. 

Present at the reception given General Lafayette on his visit to Boston in 1825. 

Present at the great water celebration when the Cochituate water was first intro- 
duced into Boston, on Boston Common. 

Colonel Alfred N. Proctor and Captain Albert E. Proctor, known as the “ twins,” 
joined the Fusiliers on June 16, 1843. Both brothers took command of a company 
of Fusiliers, and went to the front in the war of Rebellion. 

There were four full companies of Fusiliers went to war, and the first man killed 
in that war was Sergeant Gordon Forrest, a Fusilier, killed at Blackburn’s Ford in 
July, 1861. Colonel A. N. Proctor was in the battle at Galveston, Texas, was taken 
prisoner and held for nineteen months. 

At the close of the war the first excursion taken out of the State was taken by 
the Fusiliers when they went to New York and were received by the First Regiment. 

Visited the Centennial at Philadelphia in 1876, one hundredth anniversary of 
United States. 

Present at one hundredth anniversary of battle of Lexington. 

Went to inauguration of President Garfield, March, 188 1, and to his funeral in 
Cleveland, September, 1881, having the right of line. 

Visited the World’s Fair at Chicago in 1893, being gone two weeks. 

In 1877 took an excursion to Valley Forge. 

Have been numbers of eventful excursions, namely : to Newburyport, N.H., 
guests of Veteran Artillery Association; to Providence, R.I. ; to Manchester, N.H.; 
Worcester, Mass.; Calais, Maine; Montreal, Canada; and numerous other places.
